CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART’S WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS TO SALUTE PAUL KLEE 


The July Wednesday Evening Festivals at the Cleveland Museum of Art this 
year will focus on the special exhibition of works by artist Paul Klee, one of 
the foremost pioneers of modernism. The Wednesday Festivals, now in their 
fourteenth year, will be held from 5:30-9:45 pm on July 1, 8 , I 5 , 22, and 29. 
On these five consecutive Wednesdays in July, the Museum presents an array of 
free events: lectures, musical performances, feature films, and art films. 

A series of guest lectures provides insight into the many facets of the 
life and career of Paul Klee (1879-1940), and art films examine artists and 
movements contemporary with Klee. In tribute to Klee's expressive use of line, 
the Musevim presents a delightful series of animated films. Taking a Line for a 
Spin. The summer concerts range from a jazz quartet to a mother and her two 
young daughters playing Mozart, Handel, and Beethoven. 

In addition, visitors may purchase a box supper and dine outdoors in the 
Museum’s garden courtyard. Tickets for the box supper are $8.00. (Members 
receive a 50 — cent discount on each dinner.) Dinners must be reserved and paid 
for by noon Monday the week of the festival. To reserve tickets, call the 
festival office at 421-7340, extension I 5 I, weekdays between 9:00 am and 5:00 
pm. Tickets may also be purchased in the Museum Bookstore. Those who purchase 
tickets by telephone may pick them up at the Bookstore prior to the festival, 
or in the Museum's North Lobby on the evening of the festival. 

The galleries remain open until 9:45 pm on Wednesdays, offering visitors 
an opportunity to visit the Museum's current special exhibitions: Paul Klee;
